Judge Landis, on Motion of Attorney 


Genera! Bonaparte, Decides Not 


to Press Rebate Case. 


Chicago, Sept. 24.—It was decided 


today by Judge Landis in the district 
court that the Chicago & Alton rail- 
way shall not be further prosecuted 
for its connection with the Standard 
Oil company in the granting of re- 
bates between Whiting, Ind., and East 
St. Louis, 111. 


It was claimed by Attorney General 


Bonaparte, whose letter was read to 
the court by District Attorney Sims, 
that Mr. Morrison, the predecessor of 
Mr. Sims in office, had promised im- 
munity to the Alton road, provided it 
assisted in good faith in the prosecu- 
tion of the Standard Oil company. 
The attorney general therefore claim- 
ed that it was tie duty of ths govern- 
ment to see that no further steps to- 
ward the punishment of the railroad 
for its part in the granting of the re- 
bates he taken. 


Refused to Discharge the Jury. 


The attorney general asked that the 


grand jury which had been summoned 
at the. instance of Judge Lantlis, to 
investigate the Alton railroad, be dis- 
charged and the matter be allowed to 
drop as far as the Chicago & Alton 
was concerned. 


Judge Landis in a statement which 


required fully thirty minutes for its 
delivery, declined to discharge the 
jury, but instructed its members that 
they had no further duty to perform 
in connection the Chicago & Alton 
railroad. 
The court then called at- 


tention to a statement recently is- 
sued by President Moffett, of the 
Standard Oil company of Indiana, in 
which it was claimed that if the 
Standard Oil company was guilty of 
receiving rebates, no other manufac- 
turer was innocent. 
The court di- 


rected the jury to investigate the con- 
duct of other manufacturers and di- 
rected that a subpoena be issued for 
President Moffett.

ly with the judiciary in the admir-

to bring justice as 


speedily as possible to all offenders,

neck twice and after strangling 
the 


child carried the body into a bed room 
and put it "on a bed and covered it 
~with a quilt. 


Freda, the baby, was her next, vic- 


tim. 
She was asleep in a baby car- 


riage in the kitchen. 
Without tak- 


ing the child from the carriage the 
mother tied a piece 
of clothesline 


about the baby's neck and fastened it 
in two knots. 
The appearance 
of 


the body indicated that the little one 
lived only a moment or two after the 
fatal cord was tightened about 
its 


neck.

she said: "Fred, I have made away 
with the three children, come home 
and see." He hurried home, taking

hearing was the unsealing of the min- 
utes of a stockholders' meeting held 
In Titusville, Pa., Jan. 17, 1SS3. the 
action of which in electing officers 
was repudiated at a meeting next, day 
in Philadelphia of the managers of 
the Tidewater company, who directed 
that the existing officers 
remain in 


control and that a suit be brought in 
court to set aside the action of the 
Titusville meeting. 


Counsel for

tained evidence from Mr. Benson and 
the records of the company that cer- 
tain interests' had held the Titusville 
meeting without issuing a call to the 
stockholders as provided for by the 
company's by-laws.

Rockefeller to H. C. Folger, who still 
owned it. 


Standard Gets Lion's Share. 


Mr. Benson gave testimony to show 


that, under existing contracts with 
the Standard, of 95 per cent of oi 
refined by the Tidewater company, 71 
per cent, was sold to tho Standard 
.and tho remaining 23 per cent, was 
sold in a territory in which the Stan 
dard was not interested. 
The presi 


dent, of the Tidewater company, when 
asked what disposition was made 
the remaining 5 per cent, refined for 
domestic purposes, 
said 
that 
the 


Standard secured 97 per cent, of it.

The town jail, just across 


the street from the elevator, also was 
destroyed.

to evade prosecution In Judge Landis' 
court, and it is a leading claim in the 
appeal of the trust to the court of ap- 
peals to nullify the $29,000,000 fine. 
The Denver opinion coincides with 
that of Judge Landis, who held the 
contention invalid. 


Prosecutor Sims is Pleased. 


The news of .the decision as it 


reached Chicago last night was hailed 
by federal officials as of great im- 
portance. 


"It is another victory' for the govern- 


ment," said United States District At- 
torney Sims. "The Standard Oil com- 
pany's lawyers raised the same con- 
tention in its trial before Judge Lan 
ris. 
They claimed the company was 


immune 
from 
prosecution 
on 
the 


ground that a section of the Hepburn 
law had repealed a section of the Elk- 
ins law, under which the offenses were 
committed. 
Judge Landis overruled 


this plea as being invalid. 


"The decision of the court of ap- 


peals at Denver on the identical point 
adds a higher authority to the opinion 
ot" Judge Landis. 
an indication of 
higher courts here undoubtedly will 
take of this argument, which is one of 
the principal lines of reasoning by 
which the Standard will attempt to 
show that it has been convicted un- 
lawfully. 


Attorney Alfred 
D. Eddy, for the 


Standard Oil company, admitted that 
the point raised in the Great Northern 
case was the same as that made by 
the Standard. 
"The decision would 


be of more importance," he added, "if 
it were not for the fact that the "Unit- 
eel States supreme court will give the 
final judgment in the matter. 
That 


may put a different face on it." 


Railroad Must Pay Fine. 


The decision which knocks one of 


the props from under the oil trust's 
future efforts to escape the big fine 
was handed down by the court of ap- 
peals in the case of the Great North- 
ern railway, which was convicted in 
the district court at St. Paul. Minn., 
of giving unlawful rebates and was 
fined ?15,000. The road appealed from 
the verdict and the court of appeals 
at Denver upheld the verdict and the 
fine of the lower court. 


In its appeal the Great Northern 


set up the claim that section 10 of the 
Hepburn law 
contains 
a provision 


which operates 
to 
grant immunity 


from prosecution to all corporations 
or individuals who committed offenses 
against the law. prior to the passage 
of the act. except such offenders as 
were indicted before the law went into 
effect. In other words, the claim was 
that section 10 of the Hepburn act re- 
pealed section 1 of the Elkins law. 


The circuit court of appeals holds 


that the Hepburn 
act 
is an amen- 


datory act and not a repealing act, 
that in so far as it repeats or repro- 
duces portions of the Elkins act it 
'continues-them in force and makes no 
break in the law, and that in so far 
as it omits or changes provisions of 
the Elkins act it repeals them. 


Thus the decision results in an af- 


firmation of the judgment of the dis- 
trict court, although in some respects 
the circuit court of appeals declines to 
follow or accept the reasoning or the 
grounds of the decision of the district 
court. 


Originally a Criminal Case. 


The case originally was a criminal 


prosecution against the Great North- 
ern railway company, and the offenses 
charged in the indictment consisted 
of granting rebates upon fifteen dis- 
tinct carload shipments of corn and 
oats shipped by McCaull &. Densmore 
and the TV. P. Devereaux company, of 
Minneapolis to Seattle for final dis- 
patch to the Philippines. 
That was 


during April, May, June 
and July, 


1906. 
The schedule of the railway at 


that time fixed the rate upon these 
commodities at 50 cents a hundred 
pounds, and the rebate granted con- 
sisted of allowances ranging from 15 
to 20 cents a hundred pounds. The 
maximum fine in this case is 520,000 
for each offense. 


Among other cases awaiting this 


decision are four Kansas City cases, 
in which the Armour, Cudahy, Swift 
and Morris packing companies, 
each 


were fined $15,000 for accepting re- 
bates.

Wrecked in a Storm. 


The Prussia was owned at San

Captain Johnson 


was trying to make New Year's island 
light. A storm came up in the night, 
and the hark was ashore a wreck bo- 
fore the danger was realized. It broke 
up at once. Every man jumped over- 
board, and eleven of the 
thirteen 


reached a strip of sand which was 
sheltered by overhanging rocks. They 
kept warm as best they could through- 
out the night. 


At dawn Sabata, the cook, and Ham- 


mond, a sailor, were missing. 
The 


Prussia was gone. The strip of sand 
was not more than 311 feet long, and 
impassable cliffs kept the men from 
escaping across the. island. The cap- 
tain was so exhausted that he died 
early in the morning and was buried 
on the beach. 
The men collected 


what wreckage they could and made a 
fire, constructed what shelter they 
were_able, secured some cans of pro- 
visions, a few biscuits, and a barrel of 
pork, and talked over a means of es- 
cape. 


Frozen to Death on Mountain. 


Carpenter Carl Stark was set to 


work at once to build a small boat. 
He had no tools and had to make 
them from iron in the wreckage. All 
hands helped, but it was a slow, tedi- 
ous job, and they feared that their 
provisions would not last. It was de- 
cided that two of their number should 
try to work over the mountains, and 
the lot fell to Porthin and Hosteth. 
These two scaled the high rocks and 
started across. After a few days Por- 
thin returned, crawling on his hands 
and knees. 
His feet were badly 


frozen and Hosteth, he reported, had 
frozen to death. 


The food had given out. The rocks 


were covered with limpets, which the? :

Cook the peas in water to cover, then chill. Serve alone 


on lettuce leaves with a boiled or French dressing, or com- 
bine with sweetbreads, turnips, carrots, sweet or white pota- 
toes, separately or altogether in a Macedoine salad. To make 
the latter, cook separately the turnips, carrots and white and 
sweet potatoes, mix with the peas and serve on lettuce 
leaves, with French dressing.

Mother's Love for Child i Icelandic Farmer in Minne- 


Causes Her Death and 


Her Husband's. 


sota Proves That He 


is a Hero. 


Petersburg, Ind., Sept. 24.—A moth- 


er's love for her two-moiuhs-olcl child 
caused her death and the death of her 
husband, James Dcssett, in a fire thai 
consumed their homo six miles south 
of hero yesterday morning. The child 
also was burned to death. 


The Cre was caused by the explo- 


sion of a big kerosene lamp standing 
on a. dresser near the loot of the bed. 
When the husband and wife awoke, 
the room was in flames, evea the cov- 
ers on the beds in which they slept 
were ou fire. 


In a cradel standing near the side 


of the bed die two-months-old babe 
was sleeping. 
In trying to escape 


from the burning building the mother 
grabbed what she supposed 
in her 


IriSht. to be her child. 


On gaining the outside of the build- 


ing she discovered that she carried 
only a piilow and that the child re- 
mained in the burning house. 


With a mother's love she started 


back into the burning house, and it 
was with difficulty that the husband, 
terribly burned himself, succeeded in 
keeping the woman from being cre- 
mated with the child. Both husband 
and wife in their vain efforts to save 
their child suffered burns that caused 
their deaths a few 
hours 
after the 


fire. 


With their death the entire family 


of three was wiped out. The only re- 
mains of the little child was a few 
charred bones that were gathered up 
after the fire. The funeral of the vic- 
tims was held today.

Plainfleld, Ind., Sept. 24.—"Many so- 


called men of God and ministers of

the Divine guidance—-will stand in 
their pulpits and maliciously denounce

being terribly burned in an explosion. 
All of the cuticle burned off the inner 
and rear sides of hie legs. 
The phy- 


sicians resorted to all sorts of means 
to form a false cuticle, but these were 
only partially successful. 


Through an article which appeared 


in a local paper Sigvaldson was in- 
formed of Olson's condition, and he 
Immediately wrote to the head phy- 
sician of the hospital asking if there 
would be any charge to him for his 
hospital bill in case he came to the 
city to offer his cuticle to Olson. The 
doctor wrote back that there would 
he no charge, and Sigvaldson came up 
by the next train. 


He arrived in the city last Friday 


and spent the afternoon in visiting 
with Olson, whom he never had be- 
fore seen. 
Last Saturday the oper- 


ation was performed. 
In order to 


complete the operation it was neces- 
sary to remove about 
125 square 


inches of skin from Sigvaldson's low- 
er limbs. 


Sigvaldson was asked if he had ever 


heard of or seen Olson before. 
"No, 


sir," was the reply. 
"I just saw the 


story in the newspaper and thought 
if I "could be of any help I would be 
glad to do it. 
I am a farmer, and 


we don't get a chance to do much 
good living on a farm all alone. 
I 


just felt sorry for Olson. 
How is he 


getting along?" 


The physicians stated that the op- 


eration was a painful one, but that 
Sigvaldson has thus far failed to make 
complaint.

Central Goes Out After 


Proxies. 


New York, 
Sept. 
2-1.—That Stuy- 


vesant Fish means to fight E. H. Har- 
riman to a finish in the Illinois Cen- 
tral 
was 
made evident 
yesterday 


when Mr. Fish sent out a long letter 
to stockholders, asking 'them for their 
proxies to vote at the annual meeting 
in Chicago on Oct. 16. 


Mr. Fish has not. heretofore solicit- 


ed proxies. 
He said last August that 


lie intended to be present at tho meet- 
ing and voce his own shares and such 
proxies as might be confided to him, 
but now it appears he has decided to 
go gunning for all the proxies he can 
get hold of and prevent, if possible, 
ihe election 
of Mr. 
Harriman and 


three of his friends to the four places 
in the directorate to bo filled at the 
stockholders' meeting. Mr. Fish him- 
self is one of the retiring directors and 
John Jacob Astor and Mr. Harriman 
also go out. A successor io the late 
John C. Welling Is also to be elected. 


Mr. Fish asks the stockholders to 


make out their proxies running to his 
two colleagues in the board, Charles 
M. Beach and James De W. Cutting, 
and himself. He reviews some recent 
acts of the present management and 
tells what happened io the resolution 
he tried to read at a recent meeting. 
He says nothing about what happened 
to President Harahan. This was the 
meeting at which Mr. Harahan was 
punched my Mr. Fish. 


Mr. Fish says he had expected to 


retire quietly, but that many stock- 
holders already had sent him their 
proxies and had also asked him for a 
word respecting the recent manage- 
ment of the company. 


Gives Reason for Appeal. 


Mr. Fish in his circular to the stock- 


holders says he has served as director 
and officer of the Illinois Central for 
thirty years, two-thirds o£ the time as 
president. He says his reason for ask- 
ing for proxies is that a persistent ef- 
fort is being made to place the com- 
pany in the hands of those dominat- 
ing the Union Pacific and Southern 
Pacific. 
Referring to traffic alliances 


he said: 


"Your railroad serves a territory of 


great productiveness and has more 
tonnage to deliver to its connections 
than they can return to it. This, as I 
explained at length to the stockhold- 
ers at their meeting last year, would 
make its control of exceptional value 
to any transcontinental line such as 
the Union Pacific or Southern Pacific, 
which the Illinois Central can be made 
to feed at Omaha as well as at New 
Orleans« 


"On the other hand, if the Illinois 


Central is to serve its best purpose 
and secure the largest revenue to its 
shareholders, its independence should 
be maintained, to the end that it shall 
receive the largest measure of ton- 
nage. 


Refutes Harriman Plan. 


"It is repeatedly and persistently 


stated by Mr. Harriman and Mr. Pea- 
body, and at the stockholders' meet- 
ing by William Nelson Cromwell, 
their attorney, that the Union Pacific 
had no interest in the Illinois Central 
shares, and it was denied that there 
was any purpose to control the Illi- 
nois Central in the interest of the Un- 
ion Pacific or to make it subservient 
thereto. 
Yet later, when the testi- 


mony taken before the interstate com- 
merce commission was disclosed, it 
was found, in the face of these state- 
ments, that the 
Union Pacific had 


bought, 
before 
your 
stockholders' 


meeting, 281,231' shares, or 29.59 per 
cent, of the entire capital stock o£ 
your company. 


"The Union Pacific, although own- 


ing but 30 per 
cent, of 
the capital 


stock of the Illinois Central, was able 
to accomplish its purpose by influenc- 
ing certain of your directors, which, 
in view of the tremendous speculation 
going on in New York last year, was 
not difficult. 
My protest, as the own- 


er of 12,452 shares and as one who 
had been charged for twenty years 
with the responsibilities attaching to 
your presidency, 
is and 
has been 


throughout solely against this attempt 
to thus control your company in the 
interest of the Union Pacific. 


Calls Methods High Handed. 


"The methods pursued by those of 


your board of directors who act in the 
interest of the Union Pacific have 
been so high handed as to become the 
subject of widespread comment. 
At 


a recent meeting of the board I offered 
a resolution of inquiry into subject 
matters which should properly be dis- 
closed to every shareholder. 
While 


in the act of reading my resolution 
Mr. Peabody, representing Union Pa- 
cific interests, moved' to adjourn, and 
3. T. Harahan, who was presiding, 
summarily closed the session. Later, 
through the power given by the by- 
laws, the minority, who truly repre- 
sents the interests of the Illinois Cen- 
tral shareholders, 
called 
a special 


meeting, whereat I offered a resolu- 
tion of inquiry into the evident pad- 
ding of the accounts. 
Such inquiry 


was necessary. 


'The all important duties so ably 


discharged by the late J. C. Welling, 
who, 
for fifteen years as vice presi- 


dent and director, had exercised a 
close supervision over the accounting 
department, had been on his death in. 
November 
last 
delegated by ,T. T. 


Harahan to his own immediate as- 
sistant, to be performed as incidental 
to his other work. 
It appears from 


the annual report of tlie Illinois Cen- 
tral company for the 
year 
ending 


June 30, 1907, that there was an ex- 
traordinary increase in the net re- 
ceipts of the corporation during the 
last four months, which increase 
is 


wholly inexplicable and obviously in- 
consistent with the facts upon airy 
proper accounting, and clearly made 
[or the purpose of producing a favor- 
able but fictitious-showing.

feeders, who either possess no 


land or whose occupation of land is 
very limited, but even at its cheapest 
It Is an expensive business. 


A man who produces milk or pork, 


niay be able to keep a larger number 
by the aid of purchased food, than 
would be possible under any other 
conditions; indeed, he may be enabled 
to keep stock of this class, and the 
same remark applies to horses, with- 
out ocupying any land whatever: but 
the farmer is in a different position. 


. By purchasing 
food to feed his 


stock, he is able to liberate a certain 
amount of the produce he grows for 
sale. The question arises, however, 
•whether it is not now economical- to 
consume what he grows, and to buy 
less, or indeed, to buy none at all. 


In very many cases this is quite pos- 


sible, 
and 
considerable 
'advantage 


would .result from the practice. 


But the question is, what should be 


grown for stock, when the practice of 
purchasing food is not carried out? 
The leading food constituents of farm 
crops, are the album'enoids, formerly 


I called the flesh powers, but which 
have the most important influence in 
providing the red portion or muscle of 
meat and milk; the carbo-hydrates, 
chiefly composed of starch, sugar and 
cellulose, the material of which the 
•walls of the cells of plants are formed 
'and fat and oil. 


.Now it happens that on a farm, the 


one constituent the farmer grows in 
greatest quantity is the carbo-hydrates, 
•which is abundant in all plants and in 
purchasing food, it is the constituent 
•which he, therefore,, requires least. As 
a. matter of fact, the chief object in 
•buying foods is to obtain the albumen- 
old matter, and the oil; the latter be- 
ing chiefly essential In the case of fat- 
tening beasts. 


The chief function of starch, sugar 


and oil. Is the provision of heat, which 
must be acquanlted at a given point, if 
an animal is to remain in health. 
What the farmer requires then, in 
greater abundance on the farm, is the 
albumenoid portion of food. 


This is present in starch and roots. 


as well as in second-class hay, in com- 
paratively small quantities, but it is 
present in all the leguminous plants, 
clovers, alfalfa, .vetches, peas — and 
beans, in- abundance, hence any in- 
crease in these crops, is an immense 
help, and by their aid, there is no 
reason why, upon a large number of 
farms the food account should not be 
•wiped out. 


It is most Important in the first 


place, to improve the feeding value of 
the grass land; the albumenoids in the 
grasses proper, are small in compari- 
son, with the proportion present in the 
clovers. If, therefore, the clover por- 
tion of the herbage of a pasture can 
he increased,.the feeding value of the 
•whole, will be Increased and it may be, 
•wets bulk as well. Many growers are 
accustomed 
to manure 
grass land 


liberally with a nitrogenous manure. 
This, increases the grasses, but at. the 
expense of; the clovers. 


If, however, mineral manures are 


employed instead, the clovers will be 
Increased and if the. land is grazed, the 
increased richness of the manure in 
nitrogen, which is more abundant in 
the clover plant, will influence the 
grasses. 


It is important that grass land 


should receive the greatest attention 
as its influence on the stock is, per- 
haps, greater than the other, both 
through the medium of the grass In 
summer and hay in winter. 
A great 


help,, however, may be given to the 
stock, .as well as to' the economy of 
the farm by the production of a few 
acres - of the best of all forage crops 
production. 


Alfalfa "which is grown for less than 


It ought to be, and why,_it is difficult 
to understand. 
It may be somewhat 


tender but when established, will af- 
ford three or four cuttings in the year 
for several years, producing probably 
two and a half times as much feeding' 
material, and that of very superior 
quality, to either pasture or meadow 
grass. The soil must be dry, at the 
same time the plant should be grown 
in a sheltered position, preferably on 
alluvial soil loam containing lime. 


The alfalfa plant'has a double ad- 


vantage, for it is the most abundant 
of crops in a season of drought, the 
roots extending to such a depth in the 
soil, that it finds moisture, and affords 
magnificent cuts when everything elss 
is dried up. Where it forms part of a 
pasture it grows so rapidly that it is 
ready for a. second cut before the re- 
maining herbage seems to have started 
growth. A farmer cannot be advised 
than to try this crop it surely has been 
proved by now, and If he determines 
upon trying It, the land should be 
plowed before heavy frost, .that it may 
be thoroughly pulverized. 


There are some species of bugs for 


which poisonous dopes have little at- 
traction, 
another 


and these must be met in 
way. 
Such is the blister 


beetle or striped potato bug. which is 
proof against Paris green. 


If only a few have gained entrance 


they may often be whipped away. A 
surer way and one more neighborly, 
(for 
when repulsed in one field they 


will surely approach another), is to 
brush them into a kerosene bath. This 
is not so fatiguing a process as it 
seems in a moderate sized patch. They 
have the habit of dropping to the 
ground when disturbed, hence the 
secret 
of success is in proceeding 


quietly." 


Have ready a pail half full of water, 


with enough kerosene to form a coat- 
ing on its surface. 
"With a stick, tap 


the- bngs Into a shallow pan slipped 
under the infested branches, quickly 
transfer them to the pail' of water, 
from which they cannot emerge, the 
kerosene proving fatal. 


A second or third picking may be 


necessary, especially in a dry season. 
But this method puts a speedy end to 
those captured, and by careful move- 
ments one may get at least a large 
portion.

Bj, 
partitioning off a portion of the cellar 
and closing the windows, more con- 
stant and uniform conditions can be 
obtained.
